ficiently advertised to bring out a 
good attendance. Every farmer who 
is in any way identified with truck 
growing or who is in a position to 
engage in the business should bear 
this meeting in mind and strive to be 
present. 
Truck farming is the most remun­ 
erative department of farming which 
can be followed with the exception of 
dairying, but it requires consider­ 
able skill and industry to engage in 
it properly and profitably. Ihis prom­ 
ises to be a banner year for farming 
in early land and the sandy land 
farmers will never have a better op­ 
portunity to test the rare adaptabil­ 
ity of this section to the practice oi 
truck growing and shipping. 
Con­ 
siderable progress has been made by 
the 
various 
meetings and 
efforts 
which have been prosecuted in behalf 
of the subject during the last two or 
three years. Those who have been 
interested have continued to give the 
matter unlimited thought and atten­ 
tion and are now better prepared than 
ever to give the management end of it 
the'expert and skilful attention the 
business demands. 
Taking this last in view, together 
with the [promising crop season, it 
would be a serious misfortune for the 
community not to make a serious en­ 
deavor to put the matter to a test 
this year. Every farmer who owns a 


truck field is situated admirably to 
make a practice of truck growing and 
he is overlooking ii I s opportunities 
and proving derelict to his business 
as a farmer not to put his best efforts 
forward to make this side of farming 
a success. 
The business men of Decatur are al­ 
so dutifully concerned in the fate of 
the enterprise. 
It is a responsibility 
they owe to their business welfare, to 
increase so far as they can the poten­ 
tial buying power of their patrons. 
For their benefit some rather rough 
estimates of what truck farming might 
mean to the business interests of De­ 
catur, as exhibited at the meeting 
last Saturday, are here reproduced. 
Say there are 300 sandy land farmers 
within the trade territory of Decatur; 
say that 150 of them can be induced 
to plant IO acres each in truck crops 
for 
commercial 
marketing. 
This 
makes 1500 acres. 
Seventy five dol­ 
lars per acre return on the land is a 
conservative expectation in yield— 
conservative because $500 and $000 
have been derived elsewhere by skil­ 
ful growers and shippers; 1500 acres 
at $75 would put over $100,000 in c ir ­ 
culation in this community. 
As time 
passes and experience increases and 
more farmers engage in the business, 
the returns would continue to in­ 
crease and multiply. 
This would be 
almost a clear gain, as this ten acre 
truck patch would not interfere ma­ 
terially with the planting- and grow­ 
ing- of the usual staple crops by the 
individual farmer. 
These last 
are 
some thoughts for the business men 
at Decatur who should have some 
representatives at the meeting of the 
farmers’ scheduled for next Saturday, 
2 p. rn.

$17,NU RAISED UN COLLEGE 
FUND; $8J0D YET TO COME 


Now Is the Time For Every Citizen to 
Come to the Aid of this Good Town; 
Help Boost the Fund to $25,000 


The soliciting committees, who are raisiug the fund for rebuilding 
the Baptist college dormitory and finishing the other buildings, had up 
to noon yesterday secured subscriptions to the amount of $17,000. The 
gentlemen are still at work, and hope to finish up the $25,000 during 
this week. 
With $8,000 still to raise, it behooves every citizen of the town 
and country to come up’with liberal donations. 
Decatur is up against 
a proposition of raising the full amount, or stand the chance of losing 
this great school. 
If Decatur does not feel the importance of coming 
to the relief of the school in the amount called for, which is exceed­ 
ingly reasonable, we cannot expect to have the co-operation promised 
by the Baptist eeucatirnal commission. 
By raising the $25,000 we are 
to secure $40,000 additional from the state board, making $65,000 in 
all, an amount that would put the school in fir*t-class condition and 
secure it for Decatur for all time. 
It is a time when the Decatur spirit 
should assert itself; when every citizen should gladly contribute liber­ 
ally to an enterprise which means so much to this town. 
W e m ust not fall down on the proposition. 
We simply cannot 


afford to do so.

other fishermen who see his success 
will drop their hooks right by the side 
of the lucky fisherman. The business 
men should not expect oulsiders to 
build up our town. They must get to­ 
gether and pull together for Decatur’s 
vital interests, and thereby prove to 
other people and enterprises that they 
can succeed here. 
No outsider will 
want to cast his hook in our fishing 
hole until we prove they can catch 
fish.

The Commission 
Will Review the 
Industrie 
Life of State. 


N e x t Sunday, being the first Sun­ 
day after the first full moon after the 
vernol equinox of the 21st of March, 
is Easter. This great festival is in 
honor of Eostra, the ancient goddess 
of spring, and has been celebrated 
now continuously for over four thou­ 
sand years.

I At the time of resigning from the 
conference, Cresap was president elder 
of the St. Joseph district of the M. E. 
I Church, South, and prior to that he 
fhad served three years as pastor of 
jthe Francis Street Methodist church 
here, the largest Southern Methodist 
congregation in northwest Missouri. 
The immense tract of land which 
Cresap will hereafter manage was in­ 
herited by his wife from her father, 
the late Moses IL Payne, who also was 
a Southern Methodist preacher. It is 
(In the rich 
Missouri 
river bottom, 
where crops never fail. Two thousand 
acres are in grass and hay, 1,500 acres 
lls used for corn and there are wheat 
■fields comprising 500 acres. 
He gives 
his personal attention to the manage­ 
ment of the place, particularly to the 
feeding and breeding of stock, and a 
few days ago he accompanied several 
carloads of cattle to the St. Joseph 
market, where he sold them. 
• Cresap’s motives 
in retiring from 
regular ministerial work were purely 
altruistic. For a number of years he 
has been deeply interested in foreign 
missions and he and his wife have 
been supporting a missionary In China. 
In LOS he accompanied the late Bish­ 
op Seth Ward of Texas upon a tour 
of missions in the orient, and it was 
then that he made up his mind that he 
gould do more good by devoting his 
time and energies to his business af­ 
fairs and giving more of Ills means 
for that branch of church work. 
He 
is arranging to send several more mis­ 
sionaries to the far eastern field at 
his ow i expense. 
It is not Dr. Cresap’s purpose to 
give up preaching entirely.

pastors, and he ii giving earnest sup­ 
port to Valley Farm church, adjacent

Washington.—Declaring the “para 
sitic rich” in America must be 
con 
trolled before the advance of social­ 
ism and anarchy can be cheeked. Prof. 
Henry W. Farnam of Yale, president 
of the American Economic society, an- 
nounced himself in favor of a scien­ 
tific investigation into the remarkable 
class that has instituted monkey din­ 
ners in Newport and all-night snake 
dances in New York. 
In an address before the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science, Professor Farnam said: 
“It is a matter of common observe 
tion that wealthy families in our coun­ 
try often contain a number of para­ 
sitic members—members who derive 
a large income from society without 
rendering any appreciable economic or 
public service in return. 
‘These general and obvious facts 
need, however, to be examined his­ 
torically and statistically in order to 
enable us to judge correctly of the re­ 
action of prosperity on

"Many of this class walk our streets, 
eloquent, but unconscious arguments 
for socialism, terrible examples for 
the moralist, living texts for sermons, 
rich material for these problem novel­ 
ists, but still comparatively neglected 
by the economists, the sociologist and 
the statistician.” 


PROFIT 
IN 
MUSKRAT FARM 


Woman Enlarging Her Bank Account 
In Novel Manner— Owns 400 
Acres of Marsh Lands. 


Newark, Del.—Running a muskrat 
farm may be a queer business, but 
that it Is profitable Mrs. John Fox can 
vouch. ^ Mrs. Fox owns four., hundred 
acres of marsh land between Silver 
Run and Appoqulnimink river, in the 
lower part of New Castle county, on. 
which nothing whatever can be raised 
except muskrats, yet she will clear in 
the four months from November 15 to 
March 15 more money than any wheat 
or corn grower in the state will in a 
year on a farm of the Biune size. 


The muskrat crop this year is un­ 
usually good and as a consequence 
Mrs. Fox is fattening her bank ac­ 
count. 
In the past 15 days men em­ 
ployed by her have trapped 1,700 musk­ 
rats. 
The pelts are worth 45 cents 
apiece and the bodies five cent's, ma­ 
king the market price 50 cents for 
each animal. 
During the entire season it is ex­ 
pected that ten thousand 
muskrats 
will be trapped on her marsh land, 
which will bring in $5,000, and of that 
amount at least three thousand dol­ 
lars will be profit. 


Fish a la Orleans. 
Any kind of large fish may be used. 
Season fish well and boil It until it 
can be pulled apart in small pieces. 
Put a layer of fish, then beets, pitted 
olives and capers in a mold, and con­ 
tinue thus until the mold is full. Soak 
a quarter of a box of gelatine in 
enough cold water to dissolve it, then 
pour the hot liquor, in which the fish 
has been boiled, on it until the gela­ 
tine is all dissolved, then pour as 
much liquor into the mold as it will 
take up over the layers of fish, beets, 
olives and capers; when cold take 
out of mold and serve on lettuce with 
a mayonnaise dressing. 


Cabbage Tartare. 
Select a handsome cabbage, careful­ 
ly bend back the outer leaves, and 
hollow out center to form a basket 
Let stand in cold salted water to crisp. 
Chop center of cabbage fine and let 
stand in salted water two hours. 
Drain well and add sauce tartare to 
moisten, made either with a mayon­ 
naise or boiled dressing foundation. 
Return to basket, pour a little dress­ 
ing over top and garnish with pimen­ 
to strips, olives and parsley.

New York.—An industrious digger 
into the depths of

published a full century earlier than 
the date commonly ascribed.

a periodical, prepared and published 
with more or less regularity for the 
eager perusal of the little community 
which it served. 
In short it was on St. Croix island, 
a few miles below the present city of 
Calais; that the M aster William was 
published during the winter of 1604- 
05 by the members of the French ex­ 
pedition under DeMonts and Cham­ 
plain, who were seeking to establish 
there the capital of the 
vast 
and 
vague empire claimed by France in 
America. 
They were the first Euro­ 
peans to pass a winter on these north­ 
ern shores of the new world since

time they were the only Europeans 
in America north of the Spaniards in 
Florida.

The Master William deserves

Cream a pound of butter with one 
of sugar, whipping it light. Stir into 
it a quart of milk and a cupful of yeast 
with a quart of flour. Let it rise all 
night. In the morning add four eggs, 
well beaten, with two teaspoonfuls of 
cinnamon, and the same of mao© or 
nutmeg. 
Add, last, two cupfuls of 
flour, or enough to make the mixture 
as stiff as soft bread dough. 
Set to 
rise again. It should be light in three ' 
hours. Then roll into a sheet an inch 
thick and cut into shapes with tin 
cutters. Fry in deep fat. 
As fast as they are done and of a 
rich golden brown, take up with a 
skimmer and lay to drain in a colan* 
der.
